Now that this Pfalm was not compofed 
by David, but in ‘ferdboam’s Reign, I 
all, at a proper time, make evidently to

¥ Verfe is much more intelligible toa He- 
brew Reader, thatt 4. P.’s literal, (but 
moft notorioufly ungrammatical, as well 
as fenfelef$) Vertion of it, can poffibly be 
to the moft intelligent Englifh one ; con- 
trary to his Vain Affertion, p. 96. Vol. 6. 
To conclude, I mutt acquaint 4. P. 
that Pefk, being a Lord of DittinGion,

When the Apoftle fays, that rhey who do 
thefe evil Works jball not mberit the Kingdom 
of God, he muft be allowed to intend fomething 
by the Expreffton, And’ what ‘can this be, 
if we reduce it to the loweft and fofteft Senfe, 
but this; ‘that they who do the Works of the 
Flefb, thall not, according to the géneral Rule 
of God's moral Governmest, and the declared 
Conffitution of the Gofpel, inberit the Kingdom 
of God ? What Allowances the merciful fudge 
of ‘thé World may make for unhappy Cir- 
eumftanets ‘and almoft invincible’ Prejudices, 
is ‘iothing at‘all to‘the purpofe: Can it be of 
Servité'to you to fay only, that thete may bé 
fome Exceptions from this general-Rule? Not 
in*the leaft: For fhould this be allowed, yet 
if Herefy abfolutely, and in itfelf, “be a Work 
of the Fife; and if they ‘who do’ this Work, 
atcétding ‘tothe general Conftitution of the 
Gofpel; thalll x08 inherit the Kingdom of God ; 
it’ muft {then follow, if your Notion of He- 
refy be true, that departing from the Faith, 
even When it isa mere involiéntary Error , 
is in itfelf a’Work of the Flefh; which ac- 
cording to’ the’ general Conftitution of the 
Gofpel,’ will ‘exclude from Salvation.

tick by Dégréed. dy the Text in:the-Epiftle to 
Titas fuggeftéd’ it} and not ‘to deduce the 
Whole of his Charaéter from every /fingle 
Branch of-it. 2. That I fuppofed there ‘may 
be feveral'Degrecs of wréful Error, and that 

it 
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it does not confiftin an abfelute Point — the 
acting direly againft Conviction. And 3. That 
by ‘wilful Error, I meant no more than wo- 
duntary Error. 

You will fill afk, May a Man maintain 
Doétrines contrary to Chriftianity with an i// 
Intention \ikewife, and yet not dow them to 
be fuch? Undoubtedly he may. He may 
maintain, Sir, (as all the World befides your- 
felf will allow) Doétrines that are agreeable to 
Chriftianity, and which he firmly de/ieves to 
be true, with an il] Intention; 7. ¢ either to 
gtatify his Ambition and Vanity, or from a 
View to private Intereft. What then fhould 
hinder, but that he may maintain qwrong Senr 
timents with an :// Intention, tho’ he does 
not kftow them to be zurong ? 

But to thew that the whole of what you 
have obferved is very little to the Purpofe, I 
offer the following Remarks. 1. If the 
Meaning of thefe Words, a Heretick /inneth, 
be no more than this, he is gone cut of the 
Way, the Apoftle hath afferted nothing here 
but what he had expreffed as fully before, and 
you make him write after this Manner: A 
Heretick is fubverted, i.e. is gone out of the 
Way, and finneth, i. e. again the fame, is gone 
out of the Way.

That in all thofe Paf- 
fages which you have produced to fhew, that 
Men are faid to be Sinners only with refpedt to 
the A& materially confidered ; it follows, I 
fay, thas if it be an Act for which the Sin- 
ner is accountable, it muft neceflarily include 
in it the Idea of voluntary Tranfgreffion. I 
may add, 4. That in none of the Inftances 
which you have alledged, could a Man be 
faid to be a Sinner with refpect ta the A& ma- 
terially confidered, but wpon this Suppofition 
only, that he wasa voluntary Agent. Neither 
St. Paul. I prefume, nor any other moral Wri- 
ter, would have reprefented an Idiot or a Mad- 
man, wlto was a Blafphemer ana injuriais, as 
a Sinner, purely on account of the material 
Acts... And what Reafon can be affigned for 
this, but that thefe Acts, in fuch Perfons, are 
entirely involuntary, and that any Beaf of 
Prey, that durts an innocent Traveller, may 
be ftiled a Sinner with equal Propriety ? 

[He then confiders the Argument of the Hée- 
vetick’s Crime requiring, not Inftruétion, but
